The example of the United States in 
recognizing the flag of the International 
Association, now the Icdependent State 
of ConKO, was followed by all the pow- 
ers of Europe, and under this name, 
with the assent of the Belgian govern- 
ment, it entered into the family of u-v 
tions, and its illustrious founder is car- 
rying on effectively a model government 
in the interests of civilization and free- 
dom. Several Belgian companies have 
been organized and are developing its 

a railroad company with $5,000,000 cap- 
ital, now engaged iu building a railroad 
around the cataracts, a distance of about 
!«0 miles, from Matadi to Stanley P<xd. 

As the American flag, borne by Stan- 
ley, was the first one displayed to the 
natives in his voyage of exploration 
down that river, bo the American flag 
was the first displayed on the waters of 
the Upper Congo, leading the vanguard 
of commerce. The Sauford exploring 
expedition, organized the 28th of June, 
1886, launched the Florida, the first com- 
mercial steamer on tho waters of the 
Congo, after a year of laborious effort in 
transporting it, mostly in sixty pound 
parcels, on the heads of some two thou- 
sand porters. This was followed by the 
little steamer New York, and at the ex- 
piration of its term of two and a half 
years was taken over by the "Belgian 
Company of Commerce on the Upper 
Congo." On the 0th of July, 1887, was 
formed the Belgian Company of Com- 
merce and Industry, which is the parent, 
so to* say, of the five or Bix Belgian 
Congo companies, all successfully work- 
ing there. To show the growing popu- 
larity of Congo enterprises, held in such 
disfavor when the Sanford exploring ex- 
pedition was formed that only one-third 
of its little capital of 300,000 francs could 
be obtained from Belgians, it may be 
stated that at a recent increase of capi- 
tal of the Haut Congo company to 8,000,- 
000 francs the public sulwcnption was 
covered ninefold. -Col. Henry Sanford

PACE TO FACE WITH RUIN. 

Tbe north I»koU i ....... -is Arc at the 

Clrvator Ulrw'a Mrrcy. 
A special diRpatcb from Jamestown, 
N". t)., eays: It will be a startling piece 
ol news to the wheat growers of North 
Dakota to find out on the ere of harvest 
that no elevator in the state will store 
grain thla year. This radiiud change in 
tho handling of the crop has lieen kept 
as secret as possible. It was determined 
upon, it fs said, soon after tho law waa 
passed this year which makes all public 
elevators and ware houses pay an annual 
license of $3.80 per 1,000 bushels capac- 
ity. Nine-tenths of tho crop of tlie state 
has been heretofore bought by the ele- 
"ie Duluth and 
A farmer could 
store his grain in those elevators for 
fifteen days for nothing, and keep it in 
store as long as he desired to pay a small 
fee therefor. 

Now tho elevators will refuse this on 
the ground that they are not public ele- 
vators, ami the fanner who is mortgaged 
to the ears will this year .be compelled 
to sell his crop at whatever price the 
chooses to allow him Inmost 
this will leave him penniless for 
the winter. The law was supposed to 
be a reasonable one, and waa in tho nat- 
ure of a tax not so easy to evade as the 
old tax law has proved, but tlie com- 
panies, In order to evade it, will resort 
to this sweeping change, which will 
bring misery on most of tlie wheat grow- 
ers of this state — a class of men having 
from fifty to five hundred acres in grain, 
which represents all they have in the 
world and which now promises the first 
actual return for their labor in three 

By the plan of forcing private buycM 
out of the small stations and agreeing 
upon a price the principal elevators of 
the state will have, as in tbe past, abso- 
lute control of the enormous crop now 
heading out This crop will lie bo large 
that the railroad companies have stated 
that all the railroads combined cannot 
furnish cars to move it one-tenth as fast 
as required. If the elevators decline to 
store it the confusion and dismay that 
will result will be something unparal- 
leled. Of oourae the demand for cars 
will be immensely increased. Farmers, 



no granaries now, and cannot get money 
to buy lumber for new Ones to store their 
own grain in. 

Many of them bought seed wheat of 
the elevator syndicate organized by Gov- 
ernor MMerthta spring.
